This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  November  12  requesting  a  good 
photograph  in  color  of  your  painting  "Four  Men." 

I  regret  that  we  are  not  equipped  to  make  color  photographs.    We  can, 
however,  make  4-inch  by  5-inch  color  transparencies  at  $3.00  each. 
We  have  done  considerable  color  work  for  American  Heritage.     In  all 
cases  for  them,  we  have  made  three  transparencies  at  different  ex- 
posures of  each  item  with  a  color  guide  included  within  the  trans- 
parency.   This  three-exposure  method  allows  for  more  accurate  color 
rendition  in  the  event  you  may  wish  to  have  the  painting  printed  in 
color.    The  charge  for  three  transparencies  is  $9.00.  Remittance 
should  be  sent  to  this  Library  in  the  form  of  a  check  or  money  order 
made  payable  to  the  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  Library. 

We  can,  however,  make  only  one  color  transparency  if  you  prefer. 
Please  let  us  know  your  wishes  in  this  matter.
